FOREST   FIRE   WARDEN'S    REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Salisbiir}^ : 

Our  forest  lands  represent  a  substantial  proportion  of 
the  town's  valuation.  They  provide  income  to  our  citi- 
zens, from  the  sale  of  forest  products  and  through  em- 
ployment to  woods'  workers.  The  protection  of  our 
forest  lands  is  essential  to  the  continued  welfare  of  the 
town.  Fire  is  the  forests'  worst  enemy.  It  not  only 
destroys  the  growing  crop  but  leaves  the  land  in  such 
condition  that  nothing  of  value  will  grow  for  a  long 
period  of  years.  In  addition  it  costs  good  tax  money 
to  extinguish  forest  fires. 

An  analysis  of  forest  fire  records  indicate  that  97  per- 
cent are  man-caused  and  consequently  avoidable.  Care- 
lessness and  failure  to  comply  with  reasonable  regu- 
lations governing  the  building  of  fires  in  and  near  wood- 
lands has  been  costly  to  both  towns  and  individuals. 
Through  elimination  of  the  human  equation,  forest  fire 
losses  would  be  reduced  to  a  minimum.  This  is  pos- 
sible if  every  citizen  would  be  careful,  familiarize  him- 
self with  burning  regulations,  comply  with  them  and 
then  use  proper  discretion. 

We  have  been  particularly  fortunate  in  this  town  since 
the  hurricane  in  not  having  had  more  serious  fires. 
This  is  due  in  part  to  the  strictness  of  our  wardens  in 
issuing  permits  and  splendid  cooperation  on  the  part  of 
the  public.  Great  care  is  needed  because  conditions  in 
our  blown-down  areas  are  more  critical  with  down  ma- 
terial drying  out  and  becoming  more  highly  inflam- 
mable. The  continued  cooperation  of  every  one  is 
necessary. 

We  should  all  remember  that : 

1.  Written  permission  of  the  local  forest  fire  warden 
to  burn  brush,  rubbish  or  other  debris  in  or  near  wood- 
lands or  where  fire  may  be  communicated  to  woodlands 
is  necessary  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

Violation    of    this    requirement    makes    the    responsible 

party  liable —

a.  To  a  fine  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  or 
imprisonment  of  not  more  than  one  year  or  both. 

b.  To  the  town  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  war- 
den or  deputy  warden  in  attending  or  ex- 
tinguishing such  fire. 

c.  For  damages  to  abutting  owners  if  the  fire  runs 
onto  the  abutters'  property. 

2.  It  is  a  violation  of  the  Forest  Laws  of  the  state 
to— 

a.  Drop  or  throw  any  lighted  match,  cigar,  cigar- 
ette, live  ashes  or  any  other  substance  liable  to 
cause  a  fire,  from  any  vehicle  which  the  same  is 
upon  a  public  highway  or  private  wa}'. 

b.  Drop,  throw  or  otherwise  deposit  on  or  near 
woodlands  any  lighted  match,  cigar,  cigarette, 
live  ashes  or  any  other  substance  liable  to  cause 
a  fire. 

Violation   of   these    prohibitions    penalizes   who- 
ever is  found  guilty  by  a  fine  of  $25.00. 

3.  You  should  promptly  notify  your  local  forest  fire 
warden  of  any  fires  you  see. 

4.  The  forest  laws  are  being  more  strictly  enforced 
each  year. 

Your   cooperation   will   save  the  warden   considerable 
worry ;  you  and  your  town  much  trouble  and  expense.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens : 

The  SaHsbury  school  reports  for  the  past  twenty  years 
are  before  me.  A  brief  discussion  of  school  costs  may  be 
opportune  at  this  time. 

It  is  natural  for  one  who  sees  the  mounting  costs  of  many 
items  of  public  expenditure  to  assume,  without  taking  the 
pains  to  inform  himself,  that  of  course  the  schools  are  cost- 
ing more  and  more  every  year  and  something  ought  to  be 
done  about  it.  Such  an  opinion  cannot  be  supported  by 
facts. 

During  the  decade  from  July  1,  1920  to  June  30,  1930, 
the  total  expenditure  for  schools  was  $53,605.99,  an  av- 
erage of  $5,360.60  per  year.  During  the  last  decade,  from 
July  1,  1930  to  June  30,  1940,  we  spent  $47,327.40,  an  av- 
erage of  $4,732.74  per  year.  This  means  a  decrease  of 
$6,278.59  for  the  ten  years  or  an  average  decrease  of 
$627.86  per  year. 

As  this  decrease  in  expenditures  tends  to  decrease  auto- 
matically our  state  aid,  the  decrease  in  the  school  tax  has 
been  very  small  as  compared  with  the  decrease  in  expendi- 
tures. State  aid  for  the  first  decade  totaled  $8,690.92;  for 
the  second  decade  only  $2,119.00.  The  total  school  tax  for 
the  first  decade  was,  approximately  $44,610.94;  for  the  last 
decade,  it  was  $44,256.72.  Dog  money  and  other  small 
items  of  revenue  make  up  the  balance  of  receipts  to  equal 
the  expenditures. 

In  the  year  1940-41  Salisbury's  Current  Cost  of  Public 
Education,  Elementary  and  High,  per  $1,000  of  Equalized 
Valuation,  was  No.  41  from  the  lowest  of  the  241  school 
districts  of  the  state. 
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During  the  twenty  years  we  are  considering,  the  toilets 
at  both  schools  have  been  improved,  but  no  major  altera- 
tions improving  any  schoolroom  have  been  undertaken. 
The  current  year  has  seen  the  first  undertaking  of  this  sort, 
at  the  Heights. 

Also,  during  the  current  year,  the  school  children  at 
South  Road  undertook  the  arduous  task  of  cleaning  the 
ceiling  after  which  a  group  of  adults  raised  money  for 
painting  it.  That  the  parents  at  South  Road  are  not  satis- 
fied with  the  condition  of  their  schoolroom  is  the  reason  for 
the  insertion  of  article  11  in  the  warrant  for  the  district 
meeting. 

For  the  School  Board,  myself,  and  the  pupils,  I  express 
here  our  appreciation  for  Mr.  Crockett's  gift  of  a  fine  globe 
to  the  Heights  School,  and  to  Mr.  Campbell  for  furnishing 
to  both  schools  towels,  toilet  paper,  soap  and  drinking  cups.
